BRISTOL,, Ind., April 9.—For eighteen 


months the agents of the treasury depart- 
ment of Indiana and Michigan have co- 
operated in an effort to discover where 
the counterfeit money came from that 
was constantly put in circulation in 
southern Michigan and northern Indiana. 
They have missed several counterfeiters 
for n year or more, and it Is now supposed 
that they have been working quietly with 
a gang in one of the moat extensive and 
perfect 
counterfeiters 
dena ever dis- 


covered. 


This den has been discovered near this 


place and two deputy United States 
marshals are watching a lonely island in 
the St. Joseph river wherein is a subter- 
ranean counterfeiters 
den, discovered 


tccidtntly by two boys while boating. 
The chamber is twenty-five feet square 
and eighteen feet high. 
It has been 


found well stored with small sappling 
planks. On either side are two smaller 
rooms. 
Immediately under a hollow 


stump is a furnace. 
Double bunks for 


eight persons are on one side of the room 
and there are table dishes, and cooking 
utensils in this dangerous haunt. 


On the other side is a work bench and 


underneath a chest with a complete set of 
counterfeiter's tools, a cupboard, piles o; 
spurious gold and silver coins in all stages 
of preparation, eagles, half-eagles and 
silver dollars. 
They represent a face 


value of $4000. The agents of the govern - 
ment say the workmanship) s thit o: a 
genius. 
The process was to cast a metal 


plate, with silver or gold on the outside 
and then run it through dies and a milling 
machine to give clear cut angle like good 
money. 


There was found a pocket book of Will- 


iam Crumpacker, a wealthy man living 
at Bristol and murdered years ago, whose 
murderers were never discovered.

package of papers, identified as Albert 
Salisbury's, ex-post-master of Bristol, stol- 
en from the post office was also found. 
As soon as the discovery was made repre- 
sentatives of United States at Grand Rap- 
ids were notified, also secret agents of the 
treasury department at Indianapolis. 
Two representatives from the Indianapol- 
is office were sent here immediately to 
watch the cave day and night, but the 
news of the discovery leaked and mem- 
bers of the gang have not reappeared.

it on the table. 


Then the trouble began. In ac instant 


there was a clamoring for the floor. It 
was obtained by Kev. J. Brady of the peo- 
ple's church of Boston. He made an elo- 
quent speech, criticising the Roman Cath- 
olic church, calling it a political organiza- 
tion. He said he thought the motion for 
a committee should come before us. If 
we need a committee on any evil, if there 
is need of a committee on rum there is 
need of a committee on Romanism. 


The vote to table the motion was lost, 


Instantly a half dozen claimed the floor. 
Bishop Foss maintained his composure 
and fjave the floor to Rev. Dr. Rice, who 
moved further discussion bo dropped un- 
til tomorrow. It was carried. 


Time for the Annual Banquet Set. Con- 


stitution to be Revised. 


The directors of the board of trade met 


j last evening and decided to hold the an- 


nual banquet Friday, April 21. It was not 
deemed expedient to wait until a time 
when Governor Wolcott could find it con- 
venient to come, which would be, at the 
earliest, the latter part of next month. 
President Wilkinson, C. W. Dennett and 
Col. F. S. Richardson were chosen a com- 
mittee to select speakers for the banquet 
and to arrange for the afi'air. 


After 
tlu> business relating to the 


banquet was.<e'tied, the subject of mak- 
ing changes in the constitution was 
.brought up and discussed at length. A 
committee was appointed to make a re- 
vision of tbe constitution and will report 
to the directors at an early date. The 
directors will consider the suggested alter- 
ations, and the members of the board of 
trade will be asked to take action upon 
the same. The changes will include mat- 
ters referring to the government of the 
rooms and to the time wben dues shall be 
paid. The committee on revision is com- 
posed of Col. F. S. Richardson, G, B. 
Perry, W. A, Gallup, George M, Darby 
and M. V. N. Brarnan. 


IN CONGRESS TODAY, 


New Mexico Statehool Bill Reported 


and a Shipping Bill of 


Imporlanre.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The house com- 


mittee on territories reported the bill to 
make New Mexico a state today by a vote 
of six to four. Scranton, Perkins, Lefevre, 
Avery, Hadley and Cooper for it, Knox, 
Taft, Lowe and Owens against it. 


It was said that compulsory pilotage in 


the case of steam vessels use surrepitiously 
passed twenty-five years ago. Fitzgerald 
of Massachusetts, Dingley of Maine spoke 
in favor as did Grosvenor of Ohio. Mr. 
Payne, chairman of tbe committee of 
merchant marine, closed the debate. A 
rising vote defeated the bill 52 .to 117. 
The result was vigorously applauded. 
Opponents of the bill, among them Mc- 
Call of Massachusetts, attempted to secure 
the ayes and noes, but only two supporters 
demanded the no. 


The house debate was resumed on ex- 


empting sailing vessels in the coastwise 
trade from compulsory pilotage laws. 


Mr. 
Mantle, Republican 
of Mon- 


tana was recognized to speak on the res- 
olution remitting the tariff bill to the 
committee. 
He referred to the utter- 


ances of Mr. Cleveland at Carnegie Hall 
against the rotten boroughs and mining 
camps of the west. Mr. Mantle declared 
within a radius of flve miles of Carnegie 
hall there was more poverty, ignorance, 
squalor, starvation, crime and criminals 
than in all the silver states combined, 


The house committee on foreign affairs 


authorized a favorable report on the reso- 
lution requesting tbe state department for 
the papers In the case of Florence May- 
brick imprisoned in England for poisomnz 
her husband. 


In the senate, Mr. Galllnger of New- 


hampshire read a letter from the Arme- 
nian relief association, referring to the 
urgency of the situation In Turkey. 
He 


hoped some method would be devised to 
check the Turkish atrocities.

He induced the legis- 
lature to [IUM a law forbidding tbe educa- 
tion of negroes and whites in the same 
schools or by the same teachers, and since 
that he has made Ihe examinations for 
negro teachers so severe that most of them 
tail to secure teachers' certificates. Mr. 
Sheals argues that if there are no negro 
teachers there will be no negro schools, 
and without negro schools there will be 
no negro education. 


The American Missionary society has a 


school at Orange Park, Florida. The so- 
ciety is under obligations to the white 
people for a grant of land there; but it 
is against the principles of the society to 
draw the color line, or to maintain sep- 
arate schools. The law is especially se- 
vere as it says: "Any person violating the 
law by patronizing or teaching in such 
schools" is liable to heavy fine or impris- 
onment. One white child in a black 
school or one black child in a white 
school makes every parent who has a 
child in such school liable to punisnment. 


This man Sheats and all who helped 


place such a law on the statue hooks of 
the state should be ashamed of them- 
selves. I learn they are not. It is hard to 
believe that at the close of the wonderful 
nineteenth century, when we call it an 
honor to live a Christian and a citizen, 
a state can be found that is willing to 
allow such a blot to tarnisn her otherwise 
fair name. Booker Washington says: "If 
there was ever a race that obeyed the 
scriptual injunction, 'If they smite thee 
on the one cheek, turn the other also,' 
that race has been the American negro."

ABOUT THE CITY'S AFFAIRS. 


any such bonds, notes and'scrip shall be 
sopayable that aportion thereof shall be 
due annually no sums need be paid into 
such fund In respect thereof. 


SECTIONS. The city council may au- 


thorize the treasurer to sell any such 
bonds, notes or scrip, in his discretion, 
for not less than the par value thereof, 
or to pledge the same 
for borrowed 


money. The proceeds thereof shall be 
used to buy, acquire, take and pay for 
the real estate on the south-western cor- 
ner of Summer and Morris streets, and 
land adjacent thereto known as the Hods- 
king property and lands adjacent to the 
state normal school grounds, and lands on 
Johnson street and at Braytonville and 
elsewhere in the said city, and to erect 
and maintain a city hall, public schools 
and other buildings for the uses of the 
city. The said lands shall be used for a 
city hall, city offices, public schools and 
other municipal purposes 
No appro- 


priation for the said land at the corner of 
Summer and Morris streets or for the 
Hodskins property shall be required to be 
ratified by the legal voters of the city. 


SECTION 4. No bonds, notes or scrip 


issued under this act shall be included in 
determining the limit of debt oftbe city. 


The criticisms of the correspondent of 


the Fimday Springfield Republican with 
regard to chapter IS" of the acts of 189G, 
being "an act to authorize the city of 
North Adams to issue bonds, notes or scrip 
forth f purpose of acquiring land and of 
erecting public buildings thereon," are 
foundi don a misapprehension, and have 
no\v been exaggerated and further dis- 
torted by others. 


The ordinance requesting the mayor to 


petition the legislature for the passage of 
such nn act was presented by Councilman 
V. A. Whitaker. He says that he did not 
state to the council or to any one else that 
any appropriation for the purchase of the 
present city hall property would have to 
be pa-sod upon by the people. On the 
contiary, he understood, as he thought 
everyone else understood, that that ques- 
tion had been settled by the people long 
•go. 


The question of buying that property 


was thoroughly and exhaustively dis- 
cussed last year and was finally voted at 
one oi the largest public meetings ever 
held MI this city by a very large majority. 
It w<-i almc-t unanimously decided that 
it was wise, prudent and economical to 
buy that property. That decision seemed 
to require the purchase of the Hodskins 
propi rty as well, as a simple matter of 
busim ss sagacity. Otherwise a purchaser 
of'thi Hodskins property would be able to 
builc1 a building so near to the present city 
hall tlmt its windows might be darkened 
or to erect some adjoining structure that 
might be occupied by noisy workmen or 
ofleii' ive trades. 


Tin section in the city charter (section 


Iti. ti;.e S> providing that any appropria- 
tion made by the city council for the erec- 
tion of a city hall, or for land for the lo- 
catum ol such building, was never iu- 
tcndi d to be »o construed that such ap- 
prop'-iation must be passed upon twice by 
the x .>ters of the city. The voters of the 
city most emphatically decided upon the 
land .>t the corner of S"mmer and Morris 
etre< is as the location where they desired 
theii city hall and that vote rendered 
neeu'ess any ratification of an appropria- 
t'on'opay for that particular parcel or 
tucli adjoining property as the council 
inieht deem necessary for the efficient 
and unobstructed n«e of that site. The 
ownc rship of the Hodskins property is 
incidental and requisite to the full and 
coaoj'lete occupation of the city ball 
property. 


Aner having set'led the matter once by 


popular vote it would be absurd to re- 
thrc<h old <-traw simply to find out 
whether or not the voters had since 
changed their minds. After all the money 
that has been laid out upon the building 
thi<- would be unjust to buyer and seller 
alikt. 
The question of buying 
the 


Hod-.kins property can safely be left to 
the council and they can be trusted to 
decide it wisely. 


Hud not the matter been corrected by 


the Legislature, in accordance with the 
draft of the bill prepared by the eminent 
counsel of the Provident Institution for 
Ba\ ings, where our city loans have been 
hitherto negotiated on such favorable 
terms, nothing could have been done 
until the next city election and before 
that time the Hodskins property might 
ha\ i' been sold to such a purchaser that the 
will of tee people might be partially de- 
feat od or rendered partly inoperative. 


1 he Legislature has carried ont as far as 


possible in a legislative enactment, the 
letdrand spirit of the recent vote of our 
citi/ensin this matter. The provision of 
the charter requiring the submission of 
any appropriation for the erection of a 
cit\ hall still stands. 
Should the city 


council vote to buy the Hodskins property 
it v, ould be difficult hereafter to get the 
people saddled with a scheme to tear 
do« n the present building and to erect in 
its place a new and expensive structure. 


1'rotected as it can be on all sides the 


present city hall building will serve the 
needs of the city for many years and when 
it becomes inadequate, a site is secured 
upon which a large and handsome build- 
ins can be ejected if the council and the 
voters so decide. 


In \iew of these facts, the libellous

HAVANA'S SANITARY CONDITION 


New York's Health Officer Take! Precau- 


tion* Against Infection. 


New York, April 9.—Dr. Doty, tho 


health oflloer of the port of New York, 
\\ ho arrived yesterday from Havana, 
says that the sanitary condition of 
that city is in extremely bad shape. 
Although at present the number of 


] cases of yellow fever in Havana is 


small, the season has hardly begun. 
There is very little doubt that the num- 
ber of cases will increase1, owing1 to the 
political conditions, which necessitate 
the presence of s larjri! boily of fresh 
troops from Spain. These are umic- 
ciimated, und a large percentage of 
them will probably succumb to the 
disease. While in Havana Dr. Doty 
was in consultation vijth Dr. Burgess, 
the United States marine hospital in- 
spector, who is resident in that city. 
He visited the various, hospitals and 
saw a few cases of yellow fever. He 
made arrangements with Dr. liurgess 
to enforce certain regulations, similar 
to those in force last season, to pre- 
vent the introduction of that disease 
into the port of New York. Oa Slay 
1 next all passengers from Havana who 
fail to present satisfactory certificates 
of acclimatization from Dr. Burgess 
will be required to stay in quarantine 
until the expiration of the usual incu- 
bation period of yellow fever, five days. 
That is, five days from leaving Havana.

Turpie's invective were not so much 
Gen. Weyler and th4 Spanish govern- 
ment as the chairman of the committee 
on foreign relations—Mr. Sherman, 
rep., Ohio'—arid the junior senator from 
Massachusetts, Air. Lodge. 
He as- 


cribed to Mr. Sherman helpless inertia, 
delay and irrational obstruction; and 
spoke of his taking; refuge in th^ crypt 
of the conference committee, veyy glad 
to be rid of his former actiog.

Lodge was portrayed by him as Belong- 
ing to the jingo class of extremists, and 
as being singularly gifted with the 
power to clotho an interesting; aad ex- 
citing subject with all tho dullness of 
time worn commonplaces.

If any rule is faulty it can 
only be demonstrated by its strict en- 
forcement. It is useless for one um- 
pire to enforce the rules unless each 
and every one does exactly tho same. 
If you commence from th» very Srat 
game to do yoor whole duly, you will 
have little trouble in doiag so during 
the entire eea.son, but. If you do not, 
your trouble will have just commenced 
and your usefulness as an u:npira 
practically at an end.
